City targeting 
homeless camps 
in river valley 


Big surge. Number 
of camps has doubled 
in the last year

The city is planning to spend 
more than $450,000 to ad¬ 
dress a surging number of 
homeless camps in the river 
valley. 

So far in 2014, the city 
has dealt with more than 800 
camps in the valley, which is 
a major increase from 2013. 

“That’s a sizable number 
considering the fact that pre¬ 
vious year we were looking 
at around 394,” said Don Be¬ 
langer, the director of com¬ 
munity relations with the 
city’s community standards 
branch. 

Belanger said the city 


wants to clean up the camps 
in the valley, but at the same 
time doesn’t want to do so in 
a heavy-handed way. 

“We want to make sure 
we’re reaching out to as 
many of these individuals 
as possible, so we’re hope¬ 
fully putting them on the 
right track to get services,” 
he said. 

Belanger said the pro¬ 
posed budget funding would 
add outreach workers dur¬ 
ing the peak season for the 
camps, as well as a housing 
co-ordinator. He said the 
hope is to address the needs 
of the homeless and clean up 
the garbage the camps cre¬ 
ate. 

“Hopefully, we will work 
towards finding the support 
for these folks, so they are 
able to get into social ser¬ 
vices and get the help they 
need,” he said. 

He said the rest of the 
funding will be used for deal¬ 



ing with what can be left be¬ 
hind in the camps. 

“You’re dealing with 
situations like needles, you 
are dealing with biohazard 
waste, the different things 
that collect in the camps,” 
he said. 

Susan McGee, CEO of 
Homeward Trust, said the 
city’s approach makes sense, 
because it balances the need 
to clean up the park with the 
need to help the homeless. 

“It’s about trying to make 
sure that work is done in a 
way that ultimately benefits 
the whole community,” she 
said. 

She said bringing people 
inside who are used to living 
in camps can be a challenge, 
but it’s not insurmountable. 

“Shifting people into a 
paradigm where they live in¬ 
side and connect with com¬ 
munity in a different way has 
some of its own challenges,” 
she said.

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Police transit beat 
denied funds in 
proposed budget 

A project that had Edmon¬ 
ton police and Edmonton 
Transit peace officers patrol¬ 
ling the northern LRT line 
may not continue into the 
new year if council decides 
not to allocate any oper¬ 
ational dollars to it, as seen 
in the proposed budget. 

Launched in July, police 
officials say the pilot project 
has led to more arrests. 

Both peace and police 
officers will continue to 
patrol the LRT line until the 
scheduled end of the pilot 
in mid-December. 

“In short, EPS believes 
the partnership beat has 
been a success to date,” said 
EPS officials. 

More dollars for of¬ 
ficers to police transit, as 
well parts of downtown, 
are being sought in the 
proposed operating budget 
before council with a total 
price tag of more than 
$7.8 million. The budget 
profile adds that “this 
service package prepares 
EPS to move to a proactive 
model of policing to address 
the challenges posed by 
the extraordinaiy growth 
underway in downtown 
Edmonton.” 

Without the necessary 
funding, transit users say 
there could be a great loss 
for riders as well as the city. 

“This news may impact 
the riders by making 
them feel less safe. If the 
city opted out to fund the 
project that sees increased 
security, then if the public 
does not feel safe, they 
might opt out of riding the 
LRT,” said Manwar Khan, 
who started an anti-bullying 
awareness campaign after 
witnessing a tragic incident 
on the Edmonton LRT.

‘There is a need for

Innovation. U of A 

grad students create 
technology to stop bikes 
in emergencies for 
children with disabilities 


Parents will soon be able to 
use a remote-control braking 
system to help children with 
special needs come to a stop 
thanks to one-of-a-kind bike 
technology being created by 
three University of Alberta 
alumni. 

It’s called the remote safety 
bicycle wheel. With a simple 
click of a button, parents or 
physical therapists can help a 
child on a bike come to a stop. 
The special technology also 
helps children pedal with a 
limited-power assist. 

Graduate students Michael 
Leitch, Tamran Lengyel and 
Nicolas Olmedo are working 
with You Can Ride Two, a pro¬ 
gram that helps children with 
cognitive disabilities learn to 
ride and offers adapted bikes 
on a loan system. 

In a Make Something Ed¬ 
monton post, the team says 
the technology will allow 
kids with limited mobility 
in their fingers pull the trad¬ 
itional bike lever, or if “they 
are strong enough to propel 
themselves on the bike at 
great speeds but do not have 
the cognitive capacity to stop 
in an emergency,” they will 
be able to ride with their fam¬ 
ines. 

“There is a need for this 
technology. This is something 
we could use anywhere,” said 
Lengyel. 


Details 


• The team is hoping to 
launch a prototype on 
March 6 next year, with a 
goal of raising $20,000 to 
outfit 20 You Can Ride Two 
bikes with the technology. 


The sentiment was echoed 
by program volunteers at You 


• Therapists refer kids to You 
Can Ride Two and there are 
also therapists who volun¬ 
teer to help match kids with 
bikes.

“To have this and to be able 


to go for a ride with the family 
is basically what it would al¬ 
low,” said Janine Halaylco, one 
of the physiotherapy volun¬ 
teers. “We could put the brake 
on the parents’ bike and then 
if they’re not responding to 
verbal cues to stop or that ex¬ 
ternal safety piece, there’s this 
device that can help a child 
stop. It’s huge for facilitating 
family participating together.”

“They get an influx of

As part of the partner¬ 
ship, EHS has sent cats up 
to the northern animal 
shelter in the past when 
its own kennels are packed 
with pets. 

Dean said the shelter 
tends to see more animals 
this time of year as temper¬ 
atures head below zero. 

“Obviously you see 
people bring in animals 
more often, because the 
weather conditions are a 
lot more harsh,” said Dean, 
adding pet owners should 
keep an eye out for their 
furry friends. 

“It’s cold out there; don’t 
leave your animals alone or 
outside for a long period of 
time,” he said.

City council moves ahead with density plans 


City councillors pushed 
ahead Wednesday with 
plans to increase density 
across the city, despite pleas 
from residents to spare 
their neighbourhoods from 
change. 

Councillors voted to have 
city administration prepare 
bylaw changes allowing gar¬ 
den suites, garage suites and 
so-called ‘skinny homes’ in 
all areas of Edmonton. 

Gerry Montgomery with 
the Parlcallen Community 
League was among those 
pleading with council not 
to make changes without 


thinking of the commun¬ 
ities individually. 

“Garage suites, as they 
are proposed to be amend¬ 
ed, would not work for 
Parlcallen. One size does not 
fit all.” 

Kimberly Ruff with the 
Aspen Gardens commun¬ 
ity league told councillors 
they shouldn’t be trying to 
change the entire city at 
once. 

“I think you need to do it 
community by community,” 
she said. 

Tegan Martin Drysdale, 
with the Infill Developers 


of Edmonton Association, 
encouraged councillors to 
support the changes and 
even go further in bringing 
density to the city. 

She said it’s important 
to deal with the bad infill 
projects but not to get lost 
in them. 

“There is good infill in 
the city, but you don’t know 
about it because it’s quiet,” 
she said. 

Coun. Andrew Knack said 
that when he was a com¬ 
munity league executive he 
supported infill, but not in 
his community — but now 


he sees the benefits have to 
be spread out. 

“If you start picking and 
choosing communities then 
we are going to be picking 
winners and losers,” he said. 

He said basement suites 
were originally a conten¬ 
tious issues, but now they’re 
found across the city.

$ 500 K. TEC Edmonton 
looking for city cash for 
health-related incubator 


A plan for a new Edmonton 
tech startup incubator fo¬ 
cused on health care needs 
an injection of cash from city 
council. 

TEC Edmonton is propos¬ 
ing to launch a separate incu¬ 
bator for health-related tech¬ 
nology companies, but it’s 
looking for $500,000 to fund 
the plan, which isn’t current¬ 
ly in the budget. 

Chris Lumb, TEC’s CEO, 
said there is a lot of interest 
in these kinds of companies 
and he believes Edmonton is 
well position to take advan¬ 
tage of it. 

“The investment environ¬ 
ment is becoming a lot more 
healthy for early stage health 
technology companies,” he 
said. 

Lumb said they want to 
create a separate arm be¬ 
cause nearly half of the com¬ 
panies coming to TEC are 
health related. 

“We’re not health-related, 
but we do have a specific 
opportunity in Edmonton 
to grow health tech more

latest annual report, TEC af¬ 
filiated companies created 
360 jobs in Edmonton last 
year and raised $75 million 
in capital. 


quickly, more aggressively,” 
he said. 

Lumb said the city’s 
$500,000 would make up 
about 20 per cent of the over¬ 
all funding and they have fed¬ 
eral grants that would allow 
them to move forward, but 
they would have to scale back 
without the city’s funds. 

Mayor Don Iveson said he 
doesn’t want to preclude the 
budget debate, but generally 
investments in TEC Edmon¬ 
ton have done well for the 
city. 

“The return on investment 
we get in general from the 
work TEC Edmonton does is 
phenomenal,” he said.

New public health proto¬ 
cols relating to travel from 
Ebola-affected countries to 
Canada have some Edmon¬ 
ton travelers cancelling 
Christmas holiday plans be¬ 
cause of a lengthy monitor¬ 
ing period. 

On Monday, new public 
health measures took effect 
across the country which 
require travellers returning 
to Canada from an Ebola- 
affected country to report 
to a local public health au¬ 
thority to monitor their 
symptoms for 21-days. 


According to John Gaye, 
president of Liberian 
Friendship Society of Can¬ 
ada, the new protocol is not 
good news. 

“We understand there is 
a need for quarantine for 
people coming from West 
Africa. However, these re¬ 
strictions imposed by Can¬ 
ada (are frustrating) given 
the Liberian population 
here in Edmonton. 

We go back and forth a 
lot,” said Gaye. 

Since the new proto¬ 
cols were imposed earlier 
this week, Gaye said he 
has spoken to two people 
who’ve cancelled trips to re¬ 
turn to Liberia over Christ¬ 


mas. 

While Gaye said it’s im¬ 
portant for the government 
to take precautions, he 
noted many other countries 
haven’t jumped to impose 
quarantines for travellers. 

“The way things are in 
Liberia now, except for the 
case (in the U.S.), people 
don’t travel now if they are 
infected,” Gaye said, ref¬ 
erencing a man in Dallas 
who returned to the U.S. in¬ 
fected with Ebola after visit¬ 
ing Liberia. 

“It’s very unlikely to 
have an infected person 
leaving the country,” Gaye 
added. 

The new rules require 
travellers returning from 
Guinea, Sierra Leone or Li¬ 
beria check their temper¬ 
atures twice a day for three 
weeks. 

Travellers who return 
from any of the three coun¬ 
tries with symptoms, will 
be immediately isolated 
and sent to a hospital.

Fracking. Judge rules 
woman can sue province 
over contaminated water

A judge has ruled an Alberta 
woman can sue the provincial 
government over hydraulic 
fracturing that she says has so 
badly contaminated her well 
with methane that the water 
can be set on fire. 

Jessica Ernst began legal ac¬ 
tion against Alberta’s energy 
regulator and Calgaiy-based 
energy company Encana in 
2007, and amended her state¬ 
ment of claim in 2011 to in¬ 
clude Alberta Environment. 

She alleges fracking on her 
land northeast of Calgaiy re¬ 
leased hazardous amounts of 
chemicals into her well. She 
also alleges that her concerns 
were not properly investigated. 

The government had asked 
the court to strike it from the 
lawsuit. The province argued it 
doesn’t have a private duty of 
care to individuals and is im¬ 
mune from prosecutions under 
its environment and water 
legislation. 

Chief Justice Neil Wit- 
tmann of Court of Queen’s 
Bench dismissed the govern¬ 
ment’s application. 

“There is a reasonable pros¬ 
pect that Ernst’s claim that she 
is owed a private duty of care 
will succeed,” he wrote. “There 
is also a reasonable prospect 
that Ernst will succeed in de¬ 
feating Alberta’s statutoiy im¬ 
munity claims.” 

Wittmann ordered the 
province to pay Ernst’s legal 
costs at triple the regular rate, 
because the province could 
have made its main arguments 
years ago instead of filing a 
separate application. 

Ernst called the ruling a big 
victoiy for all Albertans. She

said it shows that landowners 
can stand up and hold govern¬ 
ments to account. 

“I have been getting con¬ 
stant phone calls and emails 
from people around the world. 
Obviously the ruling means a 
lot to many people,” she said 
Wednesday. 

“The message is to the Al¬ 
berta Government: Smarten up 
and clean up your act.” 

An Alberta Justice Depart¬ 
ment spokeswoman said the 
government is reviewing the 
judgment to determine if it will 
appeal. 

In its statement of defence, 
Encana has denied all of Ernst’s 
allegations. 

In September, the Alberta 
Court of Appeal upheld another 
ruling that said Ernst could not 
include the province’s energy 
regulator in her lawsuit. In that 
ruling, the Appeal Court judges 
said protecting administrative 
tribunals and their members 
from liability for damages is 
constitutionally legitimate. 

Ernst said she is seeking 
leave to appeal the September 
ruling to the Supreme Court 
of Canada. “The document is 
dated today, but I think it will 
take a few days for my lawyers 
to get it to the court in Ottawa.”

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Duck-billed 
dinosaur fossil 
discovered 


Castle River. 1,300 
kg boulder found by 
fishermen southwest 
of Lethbridge contains 
partial dino bones 


Severe flooding in southwest¬ 
ern Alberta in 2013 may be 
responsible for two fishermen 
discovering the 80-million- 
year-old fossil of a possible 
new dinosaur species. 

A 1,300-kilogram boulder 
the men found in the Castle 
River, southwest of Lethbridge, 
in September contains a par¬ 
tial skull, neck and chest of a 
duck-billed dinosaur. 

Officials at the Royal Tyrrell 
Museum believe floodwater 
dislodged the big rock and sent 
it rolling down the river where 
the fishermen spotted it. 

“It is rather surprising that 
any part of dinosaur fossil 
could survive being tumbled in 
a river full of cobbles and boul¬ 
ders,” said Dr. Donald Hender¬ 


son, curator of dinosaurs. 

“Therefore, we needed to 
quickly remove the specimen 
from the river system to save 
it for scientific research. Due to 
the precarious location of the 
block in the river, the speci¬ 
men needed to be airlifted by 
helicopter.” 

Henderson said hadrosaur 
fossils are common in several 
parts of southern Alberta but 
this find is different. 

“These animals were veiy 
common in cretaceous Alberta, 
but this is an entirely new area 
to find dinosaurs for us, and 
gives us hope that we might 
find more in the future,” said 
Henderson. 

The retrieved specimen will 
undergo research by museum 
scientists over the next several 
months to determine whether 
it is a new species. 

Royal Tyrrell spokeswoman 
Carrie-Anne Lunde said paleon¬ 
tology staff believe the skull is 
intact and in its original shape. 
This is considered surprising 
as fossils are typically found 
crushed and flattened. 


“Something must have 
happened so that it actually 
encased the whole dinosaur 
with sand or mud or some¬ 
thing and preserved it three 
dimensionally,” she said. 

“It’s a cool specimen on 
multiple layers. Because it 
is in this veiy heavy rock it 
survived, it’s encased three 
dimensionally, it is potentially 
a new species and it is so well 
intact.” 

Lunde said researchers 
didn’t even know the extend 
of the find until after it had 
been lifted by the helicopter 
and placed on a flatbed truck.

Ghomeshi. Broadcaster 
fired Q host after images 
from his phone showed 
bruises apparently 
caused by a cracked rib, 
sources say 


Leading up to the weekend of 
October 25-26, two CBC execu¬ 
tives were invited to the Toron¬ 
to offices of Denton LLP, a law 
firm retained by the then Q, 
host Jian Ghomeshi, who was 
facing allegations that his 
alleged rough treatment of 
women was about to become 
front page news. 

After hearing and seeing 
Ghomeshi’s side of the story on 
Thursday, Oct. 23, CBC execu¬ 
tives Chris Boyce and Chuck 
Thompson left Denton and 
reported to their bosses that it 
was “much bigger than we ever 
thought,” a source told Torstar 
News Service. Ghomeshi was 
put on leave of absence that 
day. 

According to sources, the 
CBC executives were shown a 
variety of information, includ¬ 
ing a video and text messages, 
by the Denton lawyers in at¬ 
tendance at the meeting. 

Sources say that the video 
is of a woman who Ghomeshi 
had dated in the past 10 years. 
The video shows bruising to 
the woman’s body (she is par¬ 
tially covered in the video) and 
information provided to CBC 
that weekend, including text 
messages Ghomeshi had on his 


phone, refer to a “cracked rib.” 
A large bruise could be seen on 
the side of her body. 

As Torstar has reported pre¬ 
viously, Ghomeshi showed in¬ 
formation that, in his opinion, 
revealed how a person can be 
bruised during sex and it could 
“still be consensual,” said one 
source with a close connec¬ 
tion to Ghomeshi’s strategy 
that day. Ghomeshi has said 
he is a practitioner of BDSM 
— bondage-dominance-sadism- 
masochism. 

Ghomeshi refers to his 
meetings in his $55 million 
lawsuit against CBC, filed in 
court after his firing. In the suit, 
he states that in the days lead¬ 
ing up to his firing he showed 
“sensitive and private exchan¬ 


ges” involving a woman he had 
a relationship with. Ghomeshi 
states that after he showed the 
material CBC was satisfied that 
he “had not engaged in non- 
consensual sex.” 

In Torstar’s ongoing inves¬ 
tigation into allegations that 
Ghomeshi has attacked women 
on dates, women have alleged 
that they have been struck 
with open and closed hands 
on various parts of the body 
and choked. Torstar has heard 
of multiple allegations from 
women interviewed as part of 
the paper’s investigation. 

The women have told Tor- 
star of bruising, including bruis¬ 
ing to the face and head, often 
in areas of the head covered by 
hair. Women who have made

these allegations say they did 
not consent to these attacks. 

Ghomeshi has not provided 
detailed responses to questions 
from Torstar, though he has 
said in a statement posted on 
Faceboolc that all of his sexual 
activities are consensual. 

In the Faceboolc posting he 
refers to his meeting with CBC 
in late October. 

“On Thursday I voluntar¬ 
ily showed evidence that eveiy- 
thing I have done has been con¬ 
sensual. I did this in good faith 
and because I know, as I have 
always known, that I have noth¬ 
ing to hide,” Ghomeshi wrote. 

“CBC execs confirmed that 
the information provided 
showed that there was consent. 
In fact, they later said to me and 
my team that there is no ques¬ 
tion in their minds that there 
has always been consent. They 
said they’re not concerned 
about the legal side. But then 
they said that this type of sex¬ 
ual behaviour was unbecom¬ 
ing of a prominent host on the 
CBC,” Ghomeshi stated in his 
posting. 

According to sources, CBC 
did not leave the meeting at 
Ghomeshi’s law firm with the 
original video or a copy of the 
video.

Two men charged in violent 
Winnipeg sexual assaults 


Police have charged two young 
men with a pair of violent sex¬ 
ual assaults, including one on 
an aboriginal teenage girl, and 
say they will take a closer look 
at whether the suspects had 
anything to do with the death 
of another First Nations teen 
last summer. 

The two suspects, who are 
20 and 17, face several charges, 
including attempted murder, in 
the attack on 16-year-old Grade 
11 student Rinelle Harper, who 
was beaten Friday night and 
left for dead on a walking trail 
along the Assiniboine River in 
downtown Winnipeg. 

They also face aggravated 


sexual assault charges in a 
second attack that same night 
on a 23-year-old woman. 

Police Supt. Danny Smyth 
said the two will come under 
closer scrutiny as police con¬ 
tinue to look for 15-year-old 
Tina Fontaine’s killer. Her body 
was wrapped in plastic and 
dumped in the Red River in 
August. 

“We don’t have any informa¬ 
tion right now that would sug¬ 
gest these men were involved 
with the Tina Fontaine inves¬ 
tigation,” Smyth told a news 
conference Wednesday. “That 
being said, we really had little, 
if any, contact with these men 


before this. We will certainly 
take a closer look at them now.” 

Police say Rinelle was out 
with friends Friday night when 
she got separated from her 
group. She met two males who 
struck up a conversation with 
her, Smyth said. The three of 
them walked to the Assini¬ 
boine River where the girl was 
attacked and ended up in the 
frigid water. 

“Rinelle managed to crawl 
out of the river a short distance 
away upstream and she was at¬ 
tacked a second time ... and left 
unconscious and essentially 
left for dead on the riverwallc,” 
Smyth said. 


She was found by a passer¬ 
by the next morning and was 
taken to hospital in critical con¬ 
dition. She has been upgraded 
to stable and her family says 
she is recovering. 

Police say the second woman 
was attacked a short time later. 
She was sexually assaulted, 
beaten with a weapon and left 
unconscious. Police were called 
shortly before dawn. 

Justin James Hudson, 
20, along with a 17-year-old 
male who can’t be named, 
are charged with attempted 
murder, aggravated sexual as¬ 
sault and sexual assault with a 
weapon, the Canadian press

Fall update. Finance 
Minister Joe Oliver 
says the ‘ghost’ of the 
recession still lingers 


Finance Minister Joe Oliver 
didn’t exactly spoil Christmas, 
but he did make it clear Wed¬ 
nesday that the Conservative 
government’s political rivals 
will have less money to fight 
over next year than they might 
have expected. 

In a year when Canadians 
will go to the polls, the federal 
budget suiplus will be just $1.9 
billion, Oliver said — $4.5 bil¬ 
lion less than projected, thanks 
in large part to the govern¬ 
ment’s costly new tax cuts and 
benefits for families with kids. 


Nonetheless, the shortfall 
didn’t stop the finance minis¬ 
ter — or the Liberals and New 
Democrats — from sharpening 
their pitches to voters. 

Oliver, who delivered the 
update at a luncheon event in 
Toronto, relied on familiar Con¬ 
servative themes, casting the 
incumbent party as a cautious 
economic manager in a still- 
uncertain world where voters 
must avoid taking risks. 

“For Canada, the recession 
is long gone, but it’s ghost still 
lingers in the world economy,” 
said Oliver, whose calculations 
include a contingency fund of 
$3 billion that will be used to 
pay down debt if not needed. 

He underscored govern¬ 
ment efforts that led to four 
consecutive years of trimming 
federal program spending,

arguing that only the Conserva¬ 
tives’ affordable, low-tax plan 
for jobs and growth will lead to 
prosperity. 

That, of course, includes a 


new family-friendly tax and 
benefit package that will carve 
out an estimated $27 billion 
from public coffers over six 
years — and keep Canada from 
balancing the books before the 
end of the current fiscal year. 

The measures include a 
boost to child care benefits and 
a controversial income-splitting 
plan for families with children. 
The income-splitting promise 
was central to Conservative 
election hopes in 2011, al¬ 
though it was strictly contin¬ 
gent on a balanced budget. 

The government’s critics 
and political rivals have been 
denouncing the idea, saying it 
would benefit only about 15 
per cent of Canadian families, 
a small and relatively wealthy 
segment of the population. 

“It’s more of a mirage,” said 


NDP leader Tom Mulcair of the 
projected surplus. “It’s based 
on cuts” — cuts to vital services 
like railway inspections and ser¬ 
vices for veterans, he said. 

Oliver’s update projects 
Canada will run a $2.9-billion 
shortfall this fiscal year, match¬ 
ing its projection in the federal 
Februaiy budget. 

Liberal finance critic Scott 
Brison pointed to figures in 
the update that show the gov¬ 
ernment’s recent cost-cutting 
measures used up $3.2 billion 
this year. 

The fall update also in¬ 
cluded a cautionaiy tale about 
Canadian crude oil, the price of 
which has been falling precipi¬ 
tously in recent months. 

Cheaper crude could drain 
$500 million from Ottawa’s 
bank account this year and $2.5 



billion per year between 2015 
to 2019, and cut Canada’s nom¬ 
inal GDP by $3 billion in 2014 
and $16 billion annually from 
2015 to 2019, it warned.

A Vancouver-area dog walker 
accused of killing six dogs by 
leaving them in a hot truck 
has pleaded guilty to two 
charges — animal cruelty and 
mischief.

Not a PC world. About 
1.3 million Canadians 
now strictly use mobile 
devices to go online, 
comScore says 


As Canadians continue to 
get hooked on their smart¬ 
phones, tablets and stream¬ 
ing video they’re almost 
doubling the amount of time 
they spend online, according 
to measurement firm com¬ 
Score. 

As of August, there were 
about 27.8 million Canadian 
adults accessing the Inter¬ 
net with a computer, com¬ 
Score reports. On average, 
they spent almost 39 hours 
a month browsing the web 
with a desktop or laptop. 

But when accounting for 
watching Internet video and 
using mobile devices, the 
average time spent online 
shot up to nearly 75 hours a 
month, or about 2.5 hours a 
day. 

“We’re seeing extremely 
large growth,” says comScore 
vice president of sales Biyan 
Segal. “It really points to the 
fact of how much impact — 
in terms of engagement and 
time spent — that mobile is 
having on what we tradition¬ 
ally looked at as a PC world.” 

Canadians in the 25-to-34 
demographic were seen to 
be spending the most time 
online, averaging around 110 
hours a month across vari¬ 


ous devices. Only about 50 of 
those hours were linked to 
web browsing on a computer. 
The oldest Canadians 


tracked by comScore, ages 55 
and older, were spending just 
20 or so hours with a mobile 
device or streaming video a

The use of mobile apps 
is really driving the spike in 
Canadians’ online time, com¬ 
Score says. 

It’s estimated that Can¬ 
adians who own smartphones 
and tablets are now spending 
about 43 per cent of their 
overall online time within an 
app. 

And app usage accounts 
for over 80 per cent of the 
time Canadians spend online 
with a mobile device, versus 
just 20 per cent spent using a 
web browser. 

Men are slightly more like¬ 
ly to use mobile apps, accord¬ 
ing to comScore, but women 
spend more time with their 
favourite apps. 

Similarly, men are more 
likely to use a mobile device’s 
web browser but women 
spend more time using it. 

As of June, comScore 
counted 18 million smart¬ 
phones in Canada (a 12 per 
cent increase from June 2013) 
and 7.8 million tablets (up 37 
per cent in a year).

Glimpse into the past. 

Scientists hope Philae’s 
comet-landing data 
will unlock some of 
Earth's early secrets 


Hundreds of millions of miles 
from Earth, a spacecraft made 
histoiy Wednesday by success¬ 
fully landing on the surface of 
a speeding comet — an auda¬ 
cious first designed to answer 
the universe’s big questions. 

The landing on comet 67P/ 
Chuiyumov-Gerasimenko re¬ 
quired precision, as even the 
slightest error could have re¬ 


sulted in cosmic calamity. 

Indications were that the 
spacecraft touched down al¬ 
most perfectly, save for an un¬ 
planned bounce, said Stephan 
Ulamec, head of the lander 
operation. 

But thrusters that were 
meant to push the lander, 
called Philae, onto the surface, 
and harpoons that would have 
anchored it to the comet failed 
to deploy properly. Initial data 
from the spacecraft indicated 
that it lifted off again, turned 
and then came to rest. 

“Today we didn’t just land 
once; we maybe even landed 
twice,” said Ulamec. 

The landing is the highlight 
of Rosetta’s decade-long mis¬ 


sion to study comets and learn 
more about the origins of these 
celestial bodies. Scientists have 
likened these comets — be¬ 
lieved to number in the tril¬ 
lions — to time capsules that 
are virtually unchanged since 
the earliest moments of the 
universe. 

“By studying one in enor¬ 
mous detail, we can hope to 
unlock the puzzle of all of the 
others,” said Mark McCaugh- 
rean, a senior scientific adviser 
to the mission. 

The mission will also give 
researchers the opportunity 
to test the theoiy that comets 
brought organic matter and 
water to Earth billions of years 
ago, said Klim Chuiyumov, one

Hospital reaches settlement with 
family of deceased Ebola patient

The hospital that treated the 
only Ebola patient to die in the 
United States will pay his rela¬ 
tives an undisclosed sum and 
create a charitable foundation 
in his name, the family’s attor¬ 
ney said Wednesday. 

The agreement heads off 
a potential lawsuit from rela¬ 
tives of Thomas Eric Duncan, 
who died Oct. 8 at Texas Health 
Presbyterian Hospital Dallas. 

Duncan was initially sent 
away from the hospital’s emer¬ 
gency room with antibiotics, 
something hospital adminis¬ 
trators have acknowledged 
was a mistake. He would 
return to the hospital in an 
ambulance two days after his 


release and was quickly diag¬ 
nosed with possible signs of 
Ebola, which has killed more 
than 5,000 people in West Af¬ 
rica. 

Attorney Les Weisbrod de¬ 
clined to say how much the 
settlement was worth but said 
it was a “very good deal” that 
would provide for Duncan’s 
parents and his four children. 
Texas Health Presbyterian Hos¬ 
pital said in a statement that 
it was “grateful to reach this 
point of reconciliation and 
healing for all involved.” 

Weisbrod and Duncan’s 
nephew, Josephus Weeks, 
both credited Presbyterian’s 
officials for moving quickly

to settle the case and for ac¬ 
knowledging the hospital’s 
mistakes. 


Duncan’s family would 
have faced a veiy high bar had 
they filed a lawsuit against the 
hospital. Texas medical mal¬ 
practice law places a $250,000 
limit on non-economic dam¬ 
ages related to pain and 
suffering. 

It also gives extra protec¬ 
tion to emergency-room doc¬ 
tors and nurses. Instead of just 
proving that Duncan’s doctors 
were negligent in his care, 
Duncan’s family would have to 
prove that any negligence was 
“wilful and wanton” — essen¬ 
tially, that doctors knew they 
were causing harm when they 
treated Duncan.

Two window washers were 
trapped for more than an 
hour Wednesday on scaf¬ 
folding dangling 69 stories 
up the side of 1 World Trade 
Center before firefighters cut 
through the glass and pulled 
them to safety. 

The dramatic rescue oc¬ 
curred on the south side 
of the 104-storey building, 
where the open-topped plat¬ 
form hung at about a 45-de¬ 
gree angle and swayed slight¬ 
ly in the wind.

looking at the dangling plat¬ 
form. The hole cut into the 


thick glass was 6 feet tall, 
even with rescuers’ heads as 
they stood at the precipice. 
The workers were brought 
through it at about 2:15 p.m.

Boyd’s story can be read 
as a traditional book or as an 
interactive narrative through 
the dedicated website. An audio 
track features a voiceover and 
music. Photographs and mov¬ 
ing images provide a backdrop 
to the words. 

If The Vanishing Game itself 
cannot be called “a Land Rover 
story,” the company provides 
other reminders. The Land 
Rover logo appears at the top of 
the screen, and the occasional 
word or phrase, such as “river” 
or “cross country,” links to a pic¬ 
ture of a Land Rover or a real-life

story about a Land Rover user. 

The literary community 
has mostly shunned commer¬ 
cial endorsements, although 
there are precedents for Boyd’s 
book. In 2001, Fay Weldon was 
commissioned by Bulgari to 
write The Bulgari Connection, 
in which she worked in 
references to the 
jewelry com¬ 
pany. Julia

wrote a poem for Absolut vod¬ 
ka, and several authors, includ¬ 
ing Elmore Leonard and Lisa 
Scottoline, contributed essays 
for a 1990s Coca-Cola campaign. 
A recent ebook, Hillary Carlip’s 
Find Me I’m Yours, was funded 
in part by the makers of Sweet’N

“It was veiy teaiy,” said 
the 33-year-old.

But 
I’m going to miss everybody.” 

Pare’s Giller showing 
marked her first gala appear¬ 
ance since announcing last 
month that she’s pregnant 
with her first child, with Que¬ 
bec musician John Kastner. 


She was at the Giller to 
present The Girl Who Was 
Saturday Night by Montreal’s 
Heather O’Neill, who was 
one of six finalists for the 
$100,000 literary prize. 

Sean Michaels of Montreal 
ended up winning the award 
for Us Conductors. 

As a fellow Montrealer, 
Pare said she identified with 
O’Neill’s book, which fol¬ 
lows teenage twin children 
of a beloved Quebecois folk 
singer.

Reading another person’s 
diaiy is usually the stuff of 
daydreams or snooping, but 
Bravo Media’s Watch What 
Happens Live host Andy Co¬ 
hen is opening up his journal 
in The Andy Cohen Diaries: A 
Deep Look at a Shallow Year. 

The book, published by 
Hemy Holt and Co., is in¬ 
spired by The Andy Warhol 
Diaries, published after the 
artist’s death. 

Cohen sat down at a mid¬ 
town New York stealchouse 
owned by a close friend (often 
mentioned in his book) for a 
recent interview. He has a 
regular table across from his 
caricature that decorates the 
wall, along with hundreds of 
drawings of other celebrities. 

The 46-year-old knows 
the staff and greets them by 
name. “It’s my Regal Beagle,” 
he joked, referring to the ’70s 
sitcom Three’s Company. 

He talked about sharing 
his diaiy and being an execu¬ 
tive producer of The Real 
Housewives shows. 

Is it strange to put yourself 
out there and let people see 
who you are? 

Yes, at first I went into this 
and I was like, ‘I’m not go¬ 
ing to talk about dating or 
boyfriends.’ Then, months 
later, I went back and filled 
stuff in ... I was like, ‘I’m just 
putting all this in there. It’s 
just fun.’... The longer you 
do something, you feel more 
open to the process. 

There’s an original entiy 
about a Britney Spears 
interview where I had edited 
myself. I went back and was 
like, ‘I need to put my real 
impressions of that day.’ I 
have to book my show; I 
don’t want to sell out my 
guests, but if Mariah Carey 
comes in, I want to tell 
people what that experience 
was like. 



Will your fans know you 
better after reading this 
book? 

I think they know a version 
of me (now). I think when 
you’re live on TV in an 
unscripted environment, a 
lot slips through the cracks 
of your real self. People can 
read my face, they know 
what I’m thinking. 

What’s it like when you 
have friends as guests on 
your show? (Cohen’s close 
pals include Sarah Jessica 
Parker, Liam Neeson, Ander¬ 
son Cooper and Kelly Ripa.) 

I remember one of the first 
times Sarah Jessica was on, I 
asked her about dating J.F.K. 
(John F. Kennedy) Jr., which 
is something we’ve certainly 
talked about off-camera. And 
I remember I turned to her 
in the commercial break and 
was like, ‘Was that OK?’ She 
gave me a sign, like it was 
fine, but surprising. 

Which Real Housewives 
show is the most stressful? 

It’s all cyclical. It usually 
depends on what’s in produc¬ 
tion and what’s airing. 

Do you listen to any of the 
feedback you get on the 
shows from social media? 

You have to take it all with a 
grain of salt, but I pay atten¬ 
tion to it. I write in the book 
that people were veiy vocal 
that we change up the New 
Jersey Housewives this sea¬ 
son. We changed the cast and 
people were like, ‘We don’t 
like the new cast members. 
Bring back the originals.’

Young answers critics, bares his soul, calls for action 


Music. Singer's second 
album this year tackles 
big issues, with help of 
choir and orchestra 


“Who’s gonna stand up and 
save the Earth,” Neil Young 
sings twice on his new album 
— once to the songwriter’s 
familiar guitar and also with 
a chorus and orchestra. 

One answer, of course, is 
that Young himself will stand 
up. But the veteran protest 
singer also has plenty more 
on his mind on Storytone, 
not the least of which are his 
romantic travails. 

Stoiytone is the second 
album by the prolific Can¬ 
adian singer this year and 
sprawls in diverse directions, 


with Young performing with 
a choir, two large orchestras 
and a jazz-driven big band. 

A deluxe version of his 
35th album features solo ver¬ 
sions of songs that fall more 
into his classic repertoire of 
guitar-driven folk-rock. 

Young turns to the or¬ 
chestra as his thoughts shift 
to matters of the heart, with 
the singer — who turns 69 
next week — excited to have 
found love again and, at 
times, bristling at judgment 
from outsiders. 

“So many people don’t 
understand what it’s like to 
be me,” he sings to a solo 
piano, with orchestral ar¬ 
rangements filling the gaps 
between verses. “But I’m not 
different from anyone else / 
I’m glad I found you.” 

The singer filed for divorce 


this year from Pegi Young, 
his wife of 36 years. Pegi was 
presumed to be the subject of 
some of his most memorable 
love songs in the past, includ¬ 
ing 1992’s Such a Woman, in 
which he sang, “Our love will 
live until the end of all time.” 

Since the divorce, gossip 
media have linked Young to 
actress and fellow activist 
Daiyl Hannah. The relation¬ 
ship has played out increas¬ 
ingly in the public eye, with 
Young’s former bandmate 
David Crosby chastising him 
over the divorce. 

Young’s warbling voice 
stretches its range as he ex¬ 
plains his sentiments on 
Glimmer, singing to almost 
operatic strings, “Tough love 
can leave you almost alone 
/ But new love brings back 
eveiything to you.” 


But he also retains his 
political edge, with strident 
calls to fight the “big ma¬ 
chine” to reduce reliance on 
fossil fuels and end fracking, 
the deep-drilling for shale 
gas. “Take down the dams, 
stand up to oil / Protect the 
plants, and renew the soil,” 
Young sings. 

Young has no plans for 
retirement. Along with his 
environmental activism, he 
is soon releasing a second 
book and is developing 
Pono, which aims to bring 
high-quality audio to down¬ 
loading. 

“I’m just doing the things 
that I think I should do. A lot of 
what I do now is based on tiy- 
ing to get some lasting value 
out of the rest of my life and 
the notoriety that I’ve man¬ 
aged to get,” he has said, afp

I recently moved to a stu¬

To avoid the expensive costs 
of replacing a tub, re-paint- 
ing it is a quick fix at an af¬ 
fordable price. 

First, purchase bathtub 
paint or a tub/tile refinish¬ 
ing kit from a local hard¬ 
ware store. Next, make sure 
to remove all excess debris 
in and around the tub. 

Proceed to give it a good 
scrub with a bleach-based 
product to help remove any 
grime or gloss. Once clean, 
sand down the tub with 400- 
600 grit wet/dry sandpaper 
and rinse away the dirt as 
you work.

If the Copper and Blue are 
to succeed against Ottawa, 
they’ll have to play better 
team defence than they did 
in the latest setback to Nash¬ 
ville, but that’s a theme writ 
large on the Oilers’ past sev¬ 
eral seasons. 

Simply put, Edmonton 
doesn’t have the horses on 
the back end to play laissez- 
faire defence, and on many 


occasions the team gets 
burned because of it. Jeff 
Petiy is a pretty decent blue- 
liner, but his powers are only 
so great and his good pos¬ 
session numbers ring a little 
hollow in the context of one 
game when he’s on the ice for 
more goals against than for. 

If the Oilers are do¬ 
ing their homework, they 
should look to Boston in the 


East. The Bruins have been 
without all-world mountain 
Zdeno Chara since late Octo¬ 
ber, but dropped just one of 
their first seven games with¬ 
out the Norris Trophy winner. 
According to power forward 
Milan Lucic, the key has been 
for all five skaters on the ice 
to play within the team’s sys¬ 
tem and so far it’s working. Is 
the Bruins defence corps bet¬ 


ter than what Edmonton can 
trot out even without Chara? 
Perhaps, but the lesson here 
is that team vigilance can fill 
holes. The Oilers got buried 
early by Nashville because 
the Predators were getting 
to pucks in the Edmonton 
zone first — that can’t hap¬ 
pen when your defence is not 
stocked with game-changers. 

As has been the case the 
past few seasons, the Oil¬ 
ers still seem like they don’t 
quite have the personnel 
on the blue-line to bail out 
any defensive deficiencies 
up front. Mark Fayne was 
supposed to help in that re¬ 
gard, but the former New 
Jersey Devils standout has 
merely taken the brunt of the 
heavy lifting without seeing 
much reward — his posses¬ 
sion numbers are down and 
the Oilers are still losing. I 
guess you could ask what the 
team’s record would be with¬ 
out Fayne, but that’s a pretty 
grim path to go down.

Redemption for 
Leafs after six-goal 
rout of Bruins 

Motivated by an embar¬ 
rassing showing the last 
time they played the Bos¬ 
ton Bruins, the Toronto 
Maple Leafs turned the 
tables Wednesday night. 

The Leafs scored four 
goals during a nine- 
minute stretch, chasing 
Vezina Trophy-winning 
goaltender Tuulcka Raslc 
on the way to a 6-1 blow¬ 
out of the Bruins at Air 
Canada Centre. 

With the victory, 
Toronto (9-5-2) moved just 
ahead of Boston (10-7-0) 
in the Atlantic Division 
standings. Each team has 
20 points but the Leafs 
have played one fewer 
game. Phil Kessel had 
two goals to get to 10 for 
the season, and Morgan 
Rielly, Tyler Bozalc, James 
van Riemsdylc and Peter 
Holland each scored for 
the Leafs. Jonathan Ber¬ 
nier was solid in making 
25 saves despite not being 
tested much.
